Kingston, Jamaica, July 5.—A news- 


paper dispatch boat just arrived from 
tfie fleet ten miles west of the entrance 
of the harbor of Santiago de Cuba, 
brings the following story of the de- 
struction of Admiral Cervera's fleet: 


Admiral Cervera's fleet, consisting of 


the armored cruisers Cristobal Colon, 
Almirante Oquendo, Infanta Maria Te- 
resa and Vizcaya and two torpedo boat 
destroyers, the Furor and the Pluton, 
which had been held in the harbor of 
Santiago de Cuba for six weeks past 
by the combined squadrons of Rear Ad- 
miral Sampson and Commodore Schley, 
lies today at the bottom of the Carib- 
bean sea off the coast of Cuba. The 
Spanish admiral is a prisoner of war 
on the auxiliary gunboat Gloucester 
(formerly Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan's 
yacht Corsair), end 1,600 to 1,700 other 
Spanish officers and sailors, all who es- 
caped the frightful carnage caused by 
the shells from the American v/ar- 
ships, are held as prisoners of war by i 
the United States navy. The Span- 
iards, when they found they would be 
permitted to live, adapted themselves 
comfortably to the situation, rolled 
their cigarettes 
and began playing 


cards among themselves. 


The American victory is complete, 


aMjLr-^coqrding to the best information 
obtainable at this time, the American 
vessels were practically untouched, and 
only one man was killed, though the 
ships were subjected to the keavy fire 
of the Spaniards all the time the battle 
lasted. 


Admiral Cervera made as gallant a 


dash for liberty and for the preserva- 
tion of his ships Sunday morning as 
has ever occurred in the history of na- 
val warfare. In the face of overwhelm- 
ing odds, with nothing before him but 
inevitable destruction or surrender if 
he remained any longer in the trap in 
which the American fleet held him, he 
made a bold dash from the harbor. 


The Americans saw him the moment 


he left the harbor, and commenced 
their work of destruction immediately. 
For an hour or two they followed the 
flying Spaniards to the westward along 
the shore line, sending shot after shot 
Into their blazing hulls, tearing great 
holes in their steel sides and covering 
their decks with the blood of the killed 
and wounded. 


At no time did the Spaniards show 


any indication that they intended to 
do otherwise than fight to the last. 
They showed no signals to surrender, 
even when their ships began to sink, 
and the great clouds of smoke pour- 
ing from their sides showed they were 
on fire. But they turned thsir heads 
toward the shore, less than a mile 
away, and ran them on the beach and 
rocks, where their destruction was soon 
completed. The officers and men on 
board then escaped to the shore as 
well as they could, with the assistance 
of boats sent from the American men- 
of-war, and then threw themselves 
upon the mercy cf their captors, who 
sent them a guard to protect them 
from the murderous bands of Cuban 
soldiers hiding in the bush in the hill- 
side eager to rusb down and attack 
the unarmed, defeated, but valorous 
foe. 


One after another of the Spanish 


ships became tbe victims of the awful 
rain o* shells •s-fcfch ihe American bat- 
tleships, cruisers and gunboats poured 
upon them, and two hours after the 
first of the fleet had started out of 
Santiago harrirr three cruisers and 
two torpedo boat destroyers were lying 
on the store ten *o 15 inites •west cf 
Morro Cast!*, pounding to piece?. 
smoke and flame pouring from every 
part of them arid covering the entire 
coast 3r3e with a mist which could be 
seen for mijss, 


Heavy explosions of ?mm'ja;ii5on oc- 


curred every few minutes, sending 
curls of dense white smoke a hundred 
feet in tfie air and causing a ^ho-wer of 
broken -Ton and steel to fall in the 
water on svery sJds. The bluffs on the 


| coast line evfcoed with the roar of 


sels sank deeper and deeper into the 
sand or else the rocks ground their 
hulls to pieces as they rolled or pitch- 
ed, forward or sideways, with every 
wave that washed upon them from the 
open sea. 


Admiral Cevvera escaped to the shore 


in a boat sent by thf Gloucester to the 
assistance of tlie Infanta Maria Te- 
resa, and as soon as he touched the 
beach he sui rendered himself and his 
command to Lieutenant JVIofton and 
asked to be taken on board the Glou- 
cester, which was the only American 
vessel near him at the time, with sev- 
eral of his officers, inclining the cap- 
tain of the f.agship. The Spanish ad- 
miral, who was wounded in the arm, 
was taken to the Gloucester, and wat 
received at the g?ngway by her com- 
mander, Lieutenant Commander Rich- 
ard WainWright, who grasped the hand 
of the gray bearded admiral and said 
to him: 


"I congratulate you, sir, upon hav- 


ing made as gallant a fight as was ever 
witnessed on the sea." 


Lieutenant Commander Wainwright 


then placed his cabin at the disposal 
of the Spanish officers. 


The Cristobal Colon was the fastest 


of the Spanish ships, and she soon ob- 
tained a lead over the others after 
leaving the harbor and escaped the 
effect of the shots which destroyed the 
other vessels. She steamed away at 
great speed, with the Oreson, New 
York, Brooklyn and several other ships 
in pursuit, all of them firing at her 
constantly and receiving fire them- 
selves from her after guns. She was 
finally overtaken, and surrendered to 
the Brooklyn, but was so badly dam- 
aged that she was beached to prevent 
her sinking. 


The most dramatic feature of the 


battle was the contest between the tor- 
pedo boat destroyers and the Glouces- 
ter. 
The latter was struck 
several 


times, and is the only American ves- 
sel reported damaged. At first the 
Gloucester fired upon them with her 
six pounders, but they ran past her 
and engaged the battleships. Finding 
the fire too hot, they turned and at- 
tacked the^Gloucester agaia until both 
destroyers were'afire and-had to be 
beached. Their crews threw themselves 
into the surf to save their lives. Just 
before this the New York came up and 
assisted in giving the finish blow to 
the destroyers. There was explosion 
after explosion from the beached ves- 
sels. 


In addition to Admiral Cervera all 


commanding officers excepting those of 
the Oquendo, about 70 otter officers 
and 1,600 men, are prisoners. 
About 


350 were killed or drowned and 160 
wounded, the latter being cared for on 
the Solace and Olivette. Only one 
American sailor was killed. He was 
George H. Ellis, chief yeoman of the 
Brooklyn. 


It is learned authoritatively that 


tremendous pressure is being brought 
to bear upon the Spanish commande 
of Santiago by the foreign consuls 
resident in the city to induce him, in 
the interests of humanity, to sur- 
render to the inevitable. The consuls 
have communicated vrith their home 
governments, and it is believed here 
that representations will be made by 
them to Spain to induce her to permit 
the city to surrender, thereby pre- 
venting further loss cf life.and prop- 
erty. What the result of these nego- 
tiations may be cannot be foretold. 
The opinion expressed by war officials 


i is that the Spaniards will fight to the 


last, and capitulate only when they 
are forced to do so. For that reason 
any delay of offensive action against 
the city is not regarded in army circles 
•with favor.

SPANISH FLEET WIPED OUT. 


The Number of Spanish Prisoners 
Eiceed Siiteen Hundred. 


THREEHUNDRED AND FIFTY DEAD 


Kingston, Jamaica, July 5.—A news­ 
paper dispatch boat just arrived from 
the fleet ten mile3 west of the entrance 
of the harbor of Santiago de Cuba, 
brings the following story of the de­ 
struction of Admiral Cervera’s fleet: 


Admiral Cervera’s fleet, consisting of 
the armored cruisers Cristobal Colon, 
Almirante Oquendo, Infanta Maria Te­ 
resa and Vizcaya and two torpedo boat 
destroyers, the Furor and the Pluton, 
which had been held in the harbor of 
Santiago de Cuba for six weeks past 
by the combined squadrons of Rear Ad­ 
miral Sampson and Commodore Schley, 
lies today at the bottom of the Carib­ 
bean sea off the coast of Cuba. The 
Spanish admiral is a prisoner of war 
on the auxiliary gunboat Gloucester 
(formerly 
Mr. J. Pierpont 
Morgan's 
yacht Corsair), and 1,G00 to 1,700 other 
Spanish officers and sailors, all who es­ 
caped the frightful carnage caused by 
the shells from the American war­ 
ships, are held as prisoners of war by 
the United States navy. The Span­ 
iards, when they found they would be 
permitted to live, adapted themselves 
comfortably to the situation, rolled 
their cigarettes and 
began playing 
cards among themselves. 


The American victory is complete, 
M4r according to the best information 
obtainable at this time, the American 
vessels were practically untouched, and 
only one man was killed, though the 
ships were subjected to the heavy Are 
of the Spaniards all the time the battle 
lasted. 


Admiral Cervera made as gallant a 
dash for liberty and for the preserva­ 
tion of his ships Sunday morning as 
has ever occurred in the history of na­ 
val warfare. In the face of overwhelm­ 
ing odds, with nothing before him but 
inevitable destruction or surrender if 
he remained any longer in the trap in 
which the American fleet held him, he 
made a bold dash from the harbor. 


The Americans saw him the moment 
he left the harbor, and commenced 
their work of destruction immediately. 
For an hour or two they followed the 
flying Spaniards to the westward along 
the shore line, sending shot after shot 
into their blazing hulls, tearing great 
holes in their steel sides and covering 
their decks with the blood of the killed 
and wounded. 


At no time did the Spaniards show 
any indication that they intended to 
do otherwise than fight to the last. 
They showed no signals to surrender, 
even when their ships began to sink, 
and the great clouds of smoke pour­ 
ing from their sides showed they were 
on fire. But they turned their heads 
toward tho shore, less than a mile 
away, and ran them on the beach and 
rocks, whei’e their destruction was soon 
completed. The officers and men on 
board then escaped to the shore as 
well as they could, with tho assistance 
of boats sent from tho American men- 
of-war, and then threw themselves 
upon the mercy of their captors, who 
sent them a guard to protect them 
from the murderous bands of Cuban 
soldiers hiding in the bush in the hill­ 
side eager to rush down and attack 
the unarmed/ defeated, but valorous 
foe. 


One after another of the Spanish 
ships became the victims of the awful 
rain of shells which the American bat­ 
tleships, cruisers and gunboats poured 
upon them, and two hours after the 
first of the fleet had started out of 
Santiago harbor three cruisers and 
two torpedo boat destroyers were lying 
on the shore ten to 15 miles west cf 
Morro 
Castle, 
pounding to 
pieces, 
smoke and flame pouring from every 
part of them, and covering the entire 
coast line with a mist which could be 
seen for milss. 


Heavy explosions of ammunition oc­ 
curred every few minutes, sending 
curls of dense white smoke a hundred 
feet in the air and causing a shower of 
broken iron and steel to fall in the. 
•water on.every side,. Tlie bluffs on the 
coast line* echoed^ with the roar of 
$very, explosion, ?nd Uve Spanish 


sels sank deeper and deeper into the 
sand or else the rocks ground their 
hulls to pieces as they rolled or pitch­ 
ed, forward or sideways, with every 
wave that washed upon them from the ; 
open sea. 


Admiral Cevvera escaped to the shore 
in a boat sent by (he Gloucester to the 
assistance of the Infanta Marla Te­ 
resa, and as soon as he touched the 
beach he surrendered himself and his 
command to Lieutenant Morton and 
asked to be taken on board the Glou­ 
cester, which was the only American 
vessel near him at the time, with sev­ 
eral of his officers, including the cap­ 
tain of the flagship. The Spanish ad­ 
miral, who was wounded in the arm, 
was taken to the Gloucester, and wa» 
received at the gangway by her com­ 
mander, Lieutenant Commander Rich­ 
ard Wainwright, who grasped the hand 
of the gray bearded admiral and said 
to him: 


“I congratulate you, sir, upon hav­ 
ing made as gallant a fight as was ever 
witnessed on the sea.” 


Lieutenant Commander Wainwright 
then placed his cabin at the disposal 
of the Spanish officers. 


The Cristobal Colon was the fastest 
of the Spanish ships, and she soon ob­ 
tained a lead over the others after 
leaving the harbor and escaped the 
effect of the shots which destroyed the 
other vessels. 
She steamed away at 
great speed, with the Oregon, New 
York, Brooklyn and several other ships 
in pursuit, all of them firing at her 
constantly and receiving fire them­ 
selves from her after guns. She was 
finally overtaken, and surrendered to 
the Brooklyn, but was so badly dam­ 
aged that she was beached to prevent 
her sinking. 


The most dramatic feature of the 
battle was the contest between the tor­ 
pedo boat destroyers and the Glouces­ 
ter. 
The latter was struck several 
times, and is the only American ves­ 
sel repprted damaged. 
At first the 
Gloucester fired upon them with her 
six pounders, but they ran past her 
and engaged the battleships. Finding 
the fire too hot, they turned and at­ 
tacked the Gloucester agai^i until both 
destroyers were afire and had to be 
beached. Their crews threw themselves 
ir.to the surf to save their lives. Just 
before this the New York came up and 
assisted in giving the finish blow to 
the destroyers. 
There was explosion i 
after explosion from the beached ves­ 
sels. 


In addition to Admiral Cervera all 
commanding officers excepting those of 
the Oquendo, about 70 other officers 
and 1,600 men, are prisoners. 
About 
350 were killed or drowned and 1G0 
wounded, the latter being cared for on 
the Solace and Olivette. 
Only one 
American sailor was killed. He was 
George II. Ellis, chief yeoman of the 
Brooklyn. 


It is learned authoritatively that 
tremendous pressure is being brought 
to bear upon the Spanish commander 
of Santiago by the foreign consuls 
resident in the city to induce him, in 
the interests of humanity, to sur­ 
render to the inevitable. The consuls 
have communicated with their home 
governments, and it is believed here 
that representations will be made by 
them to Spain to induce her to permit 
the city to surrender, thereby pre­ 
venting further loss of life and prop­ 
erty. 
What the result of these nego­ 
tiations may be cannot be foretold. 
The opinion expressed by war officials 
is that the Spaniards will fight to the 
last, and capitulate only when they 
are forced to do so. For that reason 
any delay of offensive action against 
the city is not regarded in army circles 
with favor.

The Spaniards left the 
trenches and charged across the open, 
striking heavily upon General Wy- 
koff’s brigade. 
They were reinforced 
by a heavy fire all along their line of 
guns and batteries and succeeded in 
driving some of our men from the 
trenches, but the heavy fire the Ameri­ 
cans in turn poured in staggered the 
Spanish line and sent it reeling back­ 
ward with heavy loss. 


Under General Shafter’s orders the 
battle was reopened at 5 o'clock Mon­ 
day morning along the whole** line, tho 
recruits being ordered to the front.

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FIRST DEFIED SPAIN. 


•THE DARING EXPLOIT OF CAPTAIN 


RICHARD CLEVELAND. 


The Ttrnt American Navlgutor to 
Mnffe 


the KpiinlHli Veurd-Aii Incident That 
In of Particular Intercut at Till* Mo- 
im-ut—A TlnJllIiiK and ExuitliiK Career. 
The first American navigator to ever 


Binge the Spanish beard—and it was 
done most satisfactorily, by the way— 
was Captain Kichard J. Cleveland, a na- 
tive of Salem, Mass., and at the moment, 
in connection with current e%reuts, 
this incident in his exciting career, 
which seems to have been entirely for- 
gotten, is of particular interest. Cap- 
tain Cleveland began his seafaring 
life at ail early period, as a cabin boy, 
and so rapid was his advancement that 
at 23 years of age he became captain. 
His life on the ocean wave was one of 
continued exciting adventure. 
He 


made many successful voyages and 
amassed p. large fortune. 


The particular voyage on which he 


liad his historic little brush with the 
Spaniards was brought about by an 
agreement he entered into in 1801 with 
a traveler named Shaler, whom he met 
while on a voyage from France to Co- 
penhagen. The project formed was a 
•voyage around Cape Horn. At Ham- 
burg they purchased an American brig 
of 175 tons, the Lelia Byrd, tossed ut> 
a coin to decide which should go as 
captain 
and which as supercargo. 


Cleveland won the command. 
He 


Bailed November 8, 1801, for a two- 
years' voyage. 


On one memorable occasion, after 


going on shore with a boat's crew to 
rescue some of their own men who had 
been improperly detained, they car- 
ried off the Spanish guard and then 
sailed within musket shot of a fort 
garrisoned by a hundred men, compel- 
ling their prisoners to stand conspicu- 
ously by the bulwarks in order to 
ward off the fire from the battery. 
One shot struck them just above the 
water line, and several cut the sails 
•nd rigging. The Spaniards had eight 
•nine-pound guns; the Americans had 
only three-pounders, and when Captain 
Cleveland got these guns within range, 
the Spanish soldiers fled, and in ten 
minutes the fight was over. This mem- 
orable incident happened at the old 
Spanish settlement of San Diego, Cal- 
ifornia. 
When the Lelia Byrd was 


safe the prisoners were set on shore, 
and Captain Cleveland had soon after 
a several days' visit from the "Jolly 
padres," as he called them, of the old 
Spanish missions, who took uproari- 
ous satisfaction in the whole affair. 


To show the material that Captain 


Cleveland is made of, it is but neces- 
sary to recall one of his best feats, 
which was the performance of a voy- 
age, then unexampled, from Macao to 
the northwest coast of America and 
back, for the purchase of furs, a voy- 
age which was undertaken January 30, 
•1799, and made the more remarkable 
by the fact that it was achieved in a 
cutter-sloop of fifty tons, with a crew 
of the worst description, without any 
printed chart of the coast, and in the 
teeth of the monsoon,, His crew con- 
sisted of twenty-five men, two Ameri- 
cans, the rest Irish, Swedish, French 
and English, the last mostly desert- 
ers from men of war and Botany Bay 
ships, a line of as accomplished vil- 
lains as ever disgraced a country. The 
work was so hard that the crew mu- 
tinied. In preparation for this Cleve- 
land had stored all the provisions near 
the cabin, and he coolly informed the 
sailors that they could not eat until 
they worked, and, to carry out his 
threat he mounted guard over the eat- 
ables for twenty-four hours—with the 
assistance of two or three men, in- 
cluding the cook. It then occurred to 
him that as the natives were hostile. 
if he offered to set the crew on shore 
they soon would have enough of it. 
They caught at the proposal, however, 
but when landed the Chinese would 
not keep or feed them and Cleveland 
would not take them on board. Finally, 
in response to their signals of distress, 
he went to the shore in an armed boat 
and offered to take them back on 
board one by one. Several came eager- 
ly, but when it turned out that the 
boatswain and one other ringleader 
were not to be taken back on any 
terms, these two desperadoes presented 
their knives at the breasts of the 
others and swore that they should not 
stir. Some yielded, others were sul- 
lenly indifferent, and one lay intoxi- 
cated on the beach. At last all but 
six were brought on board and thence- 
forth behaved -well. 
They kept on 


their voyage, grazing rocks, caught in 
the whirlpools, short of food an< 
threatened by pirates. 
The dimin- 


ished crew proved an advantage, as 
those on board had to be put on au 
allowance. In thirty days they sighted 
the north end of Formosa, and had 
performed that part of the trip deemed 
by experienced seamen impracticable. 
Then they crossed the north Pacific 
amid constant storms and anchored 
in Norfolk sound on March 30, 1799, 
after a voyage of two months, and in 
Advance of almost all competing ves- 
sels.

Cleaning Antique Furniture. 


To restore to their original appear- 


ince antique pieces of furniture which 
have become UDsightly on account of 
too frequent varnishing or besmear- 
ing by unskilled bauds, the following 
method is employed: 
Take equal 


parts of strong alcohol and good oil 
of turpentine and heat this mixture 
in a bottle by placing it in hot water. 
With this warm liquid paint the arti- 
cle, whereupon the old varnish will 
dissolve at once. The varnish is re- 
moved by scraping and wiping, and 
the spreading, scraping and cleaning 
is repeated as often as necessary until 
the surface has become entirely clean 
agaiu, so that the object may be ren- 
dered glossy or dull as desired.

process is especially recommended, 
since it does not change or attack 
the color of the wood, as is often the 
case if Ive is used.

Cooking Butter. 


"There are many alternatives and 


makeshifts ia household economy," 
said a well-posted matron at one of our 
clubs the other day, "but the most 
profitless and foolish orie that I know 
anything about is the use of what is 
called cooking butter. I hold as an 
axiom that if butter is not good 
enough to eat on my bread, it is not 
good enough to put in my cake or my 
stewed tomatoes and peas. Poor but- 
ter spoils more good food than almost 
anything else in the Hue of cooking. 
It is to this ingredient more than to 
any other that cooks often complain 
that their food seems 
stale 
and 


greasy aud everything 
tastes 
as 


though it had been cooked in the 
same pot. It is better to use no but- 
ter at all than the rank high-flavored 
article that is sold as cooking butter. 


' 'Dwellers in cities who cannot readi- 


ly obtain cream, which is a most ex- 
cellent substitute for butter, often use 
salad oil instead. Indeed, the demand 
for table oil is rapidly increasing, so 
many ways are there in fine cooking 
where it serves an admirable purpose. 
Housekeepers who are careless of 
economy use it for frying crullers, 
croquettes or oysters. It is, of course, 


j far superior to all other fats, but too 
[ costly for ordinary purses.

j the flavor of olive oil, but they very

.THE DARING EXPLOIT OF CAPTAIN 
RICHARD CLEVELAND. 


Tho Vlrnt Amoiicim N avigator to ?JlnK© 
tho Spanish Board —An Incident T h a t 
Is of P a rtic u lar In to rm t a t This Mo­ 
m e n t—A T hrilling and Kxcitlng Career, 
Tho first American navigator to ever 
singe tho Spanish beard—and it was 
dono most satisfactorily, by the way— 
was Captain Richard J. Cleveland, ana- 
tive of Salem, Mass., and at the moment, 
in connection with current events, 
this incident in his exciting career, 
which seems to have been entirely for­ 
gotten, is of particular interest. 
Cap­ 
tain Cleveland began his seafaring 
life at an early period, as a cabin boy, 
and so rapid was his advancement that 
at 23 years of age he became captain. 
His life on the ocean wave was one of 
continued exciting adventure.

The particular voyage on which he 
had his historic little brush with the 
Spaniards was brought about by an 
agreement he entered into in 1801 with 
a traveler named Shaler, whom he met 
while on a voyage from France to Co­ 
penhagen. 
The project formed was a 
■voyage around Cape Horn. 
At Ham­ 
burg they purchased an American brig 
of 175 tons, the Lelia Byrd, tosaod up 
a coin to decide which should go as 
captain and which as supercargo. 
Cleveland won the command. 
He 
Bailed November 8, 1801, for a two- 
years* voyage. 


On one memorable occasion, after 
going on shore with a boat’s crew to 
rescue some of their own men who had 
been improperly detained, they car­ 
ried oft' the Spanish guard and then 
Bailed within musket shot of a fort 
garrisoned by a hundred men, compel­ 
ling their prisoners to stand conspicu­ 
ously by the bulwarks in order to 
ward off the fire from the battery. 
One shot struck them just above the 
water line, and several cut the sails 
land rigging. The Spaniards had eight 
•nine-pound guns; the Americans had 
only three-pounders, and when Captain 
Cleveland got these guns within range, 
the Spanish soldiers fled, and in ten 
minutes the fight was over. This mem­ 
orable incident happened at the old 
Spanish settlement of San Diego, Cal­ 
ifornia. 
When the Lelia Byrd was 
safe the prisoners were set on shore, 
and Captain Cleveland had soon after 
a several days’ visit from the “Jolly 
padres,” as he called them, of the old 
Spanish missions, who took uproari­ 
ous satisfaction in the whole affair. 


To show the material that Captain 
Cleveland is made of, it is but neces­ 
sary to recall one of his best feats, 
which was the performance of a voy­ 
age, then unexampled, from Macao to 
the northwest coast of America and 
back, for the purchase of furs, a voy­ 
age which was undertaken January 30, 
1799, and made the more remarkable 
by the fact that it was achieved in a 
cutter-sloop of fifty tons, with a crew 
of the worst description, without any 
printed chart of the coast, and in the 
teeth of the monsoon* 
His crew con­ 
sisted of twenty-five men, two Ameri­ 
can»! the rest Irish, Swedish, French 
and English, the last mostly desert­ 
ers from men of war and Botany Bay 
ships, a line of as accomplished vil­ 
lains as ever disgraced a country. The 
work was so hard that the crew mu­ 
tinied. 
In preparation for this Cleve­ 
land had stored all the provisions near 
the cabin, and he coolly informed the 
Bailors that they could not eat until

T h e Secret of Aspic »Telly, 


Aspic jelly, which is still a terrify­ 
ing name to many amateur cooks, is 
made in a few minutes, and if ueces- 
sary, out of that emergency material, 
a jar of beef extract. 
A half box of 
gelatine is soaked for twenty minutes 
in four tablespoonfuls of cold water. 
In this is simmered a slice of onion, a 
bit of celery, a bay leaf, and a few 
peppercorns. “When the gelatiue is dis­ 
solved, it is added, the whole strained 
and set away in a square-rimmed basin, 
preferably, in order that it may be 
easily cut, up into blocks. 
A little of 
this garnishes cold meats or veal loaf 
and other potted or pressed meats, 
and is effective, too, around forms of 
salad. 
It is occasionally served with 
lettuce and a French dressing, as a 
salad by itself.

assistance of two or three men, in­ 
cluding the cook. 
It then occurred to 
him that as tho natives were hostile, 
if he offered to set the crew on shore 
they soon would have enough of it. 
They caught at the proposal, however, 
but when landed the Chinese would 
not keep or feed them and Cleveland 
would not take them on board. Finally, 
in response to their signals of distress, 
he went to the shore in an armed boat 
and offered to take them back on 
board one by one. Several came eager­ 
ly, but when it turned out that the 
boatswain and one other ringleader 
were not to be taken back on any 
terms, these two desperadoes presented 
their knives at the breasts of the 
others and swore that they should not 
Btir. 
Borne yielded, others were sul­ 
lenly indifferent, and one lay intoxi­ 
cated on the beach. 
At last all but 
Bix were brought on board and thence­ 
forth behaved well. 
They kept on 
their voyage, grazing rocks, caught in 
the whirlpools, short of food and 
threatened by pirates. 
The dimin­ 
ished crew proved an advantage, as 
those on board had to be put on an 
allowance. In thirty days they sighted 
the north end of Formosa, and had 
performed that part gf the trip deemed 
by experienced seamen impracticable. 
Then they crossed the north Pacilic 
amid constant storms and anchored 
in Norfolk sound on March 30, 17U9, 
after a voyage of two months, and in 
advance of almost all competing ves­ 
sels, 
Putting up a screen of hides 
around the deck, and never letting 
more than one native onboard at once, 
^Cleveland concealed the smallness of 
(his crew and eluded attack, though 
(the Indian canoes were often larger 
ihan his little vessel.

Cleaning: Antique F u rn itu re . 


To restore to their original appear­ 
ance antique pieces of furniture which 
have become unsightly on account of 
too frequent varnishing or besmear- 
ing by unskilled hands, the following 
method is employed: 
Take equal 
parts of strong alcohol and good oil 
of turpentine and heat this mixture 
in a bottle by placing it in hot water. 
With this warm liquid paint the arti­ 
cle, whereupon tho old varnish will 
dissolve at once. 
The varnish is re­ 
moved by scraping and wiping, and 
the spreading, scraping and clekning 
is repeated as often as necessary until 
the surface has become entirely clean 
again, so that the object may be ren­ 
dered glossy or dull as desired. 
This 
process is especially recommended, 
since it does not change or attack 
the color of the wood, as is often the 
case if lye is used.

“ There are many alternatives and 
makeshifts in household economy,*' 
saida well-posted matron at one of our 
clubs the other day, “but the most 
profitless and foolish orie that I know 
anything about is thé use of what is 
called cooking butter.

enough to eat on my bread, it is not 
good enough to put in my cake or my 
stewed tomatoes and |>ens.

NOTED BATTLE HOUSES. 


STEEDS 


MEN 


THAT 
CARRIED 
FAMOUS 


IN MANY CONFLICTS. 


A Branch of the Service That Suffer* 


IVtore Fatalities Thau 
Ko the Men— 


Guiierul Kjhil Sheridan'* Black War 
Hoivse-Gen. Grant's Military Chargers. 
Horses in war suffer more fatalities 


than men. Out of the many thousands 
who have given their lives, perishing 
in their duty toward their masters, 
only a few return home to spend their 
lives in the ease and honor they de- 
serve. One war horse, however, which 
has made a splendid record for him- 
self, and now has his virtues, name, 
and noble deeds engraved on a fitting 
tombstone, was the little chestnut the 
great Duke of Wellington rode at the 
battle of Waterloo. Copenhagen, named 
after the capital of Denmark, from 
which country and city he came, was 
a spirited thoroughbred, standing fif- 
teen hands high, and $2000 was the 
price paid for him. Copenhagen served 
under Wellington during the Spanish 
war, and for eighteen hours he carried 
his master at Waterloo. 
After this he 


was sent to the duke's home, Strath- 
fieldsaye, in England, to take his ease. 


A member of the Boyal Academy of 


English painters was paid to make a 
handsome portrait of Copenhagen, 
which the duke loved and petted to 
the day of his death. The last years 
of the faithful horse were, however, 
sadly embittered 
by the teasing of 


thousands of curious persons who 
came to visit him in his paddock, and 
his groom would clip hairs from his 
tail and inane to sell for a few shil- 
lings to the visitors. When the duke 
heard of this he put Copenhagen in a 
big cage, where he lived in peace. 
His funeral was well attended, and at 
Strathfieldsaye his tombstone, ordered 
by the duke himself, is still to be 
seen, in excellent preservation. 


Nine years after the Emperor Na- 


poleon died at St. Helena an old white 
horse perished of old age and pneu- 
monia in England. 
The skeleton of 


this animal is set up in the Eoyal 
United service institution in White- 
hall yard, London, and to all visitors 
it is pointed out as Marengo, the 
charger Napoleon rode at the battle of 
Waterloo. Marengo came originally 
from Egypt and was left to wander on 
the dismal battlefield ^hen the empe- 
ror was forced to fly for his life. 
An 


English officer found and took him, 
and he was sold to an English general, 
in English pastures, cared for by rev- 
erent grooms, this noble horse passed 
the latter years of his life far more 
peacefully and happily than his great 
and unfortunate master. His portrait 
also was painted by a famous artist 
and now hangs in a country house in 
England. 


General Robert E. Lee and General 


Ulysses S. Grant, General Stonewall 
Jackson and Sheridan all brought 
their favorite chargers safely through 
many bloody battles, and both Gen- 
eral Lee and Jackson were outlived by 
their warhorses. Cincinnati, General 
Grant's most famous horse, was pre- 
sented to him by a man also named 
Grant, but not related to the great 
commander. Cincinnati weathered the 
war and died as sincerely lamented as 
he had lived respected. 


A sober brown horse, the one he 


rode at the surrender of Lord Corn- 
wallis, was h,ung with elaborate mourn- 


hausted and downhearted, were mak- 
ing forced marches along the heavy 
roads, he usually preferred to leave 
his saddle and inarch with the sol 
diers. 


General Fitzhugh 
Lee rode the 


handsomest horse in the confederate 
army—a thoroughbred mare named 
Nellie Grey. But, spite of her beauty 
and her bold, brave spirit, poor Nellie 
fell in the thick of the fight at the 
battle of Winchester.—New York Sun.

When a film of soapiness has formed 
across the opening in the ring care- 
fully lift it in front of the mouth and 
blow softly through the ring.

The opossum 


uses its tail for climbing and swinging 
from branch to branch as the spider 
monkeys use theirs, 'out the opossum 
uses its tail in a manner that the 
monkeys have never yet been observed 
to do, that is, making it a ^upjwrt for 


its young, who sit on its back and 
twist their tails round their mother's 
in order to prevent them from fulling 
off. 
Lawsou, in a passage quoted in 


the Museum of Animated Nature, gives 
the following quaint account ot this 
animal: 
"If a cut has nine lives this 


creature surely has nineteen, for if 
you break every bone in their skin 
and mash their skull, leaving them 
for dead, you may come an hour after, 
aud they will be quite gone away, or, 
perhaps, you may meet them creeping 
away. 
I have for necessity in the 


wilderness eaten them. Their flesh is 
very white aud well-tasted, but their 
ugly tails put me out of conceit with 
that fare." 


In Audubon's delightful work is a 


passage exhibiting exactly the same 
character on the part of the opossum: 


"Suppose the farmer has surprised 


an opossum in the act of killing one 
of his best fowls. 
His angry feelings 


urge him to kick the poor beast, which, 
conscious of its inability to resist, 
rolls off like a ball. 
The more the 


farmer rages, the more reluctant is 
the animal to manifest resistance; at 
least there it lies, not dead, but ex- 
hausted, its 
jaws open, its eyes 


dimmed; and there it would lie until 
the bottle-fly should come to deposit 
its eggs, did not its tormentor walk 
off. 
'Surely,' says he to himself, 


'the beast must be deaJ.' 
But no, 


reader, it is only 'possuming,' aud no 
sooner has its enemy withdrawn, than 
it, gradually gets on its legs, and once 
more makes for the woods." 


The length of the opossum is about 


twenty-two inches, and 'its height 
about that of an ordinary cat. When 
disturbed or alarmed it gives out a 
very unpleasant odor. 


The Koj;il Fern. 


A legend has been handed down 


from the time of the Danish invasion 
of Britain, explanatory of the generic 
name of Osmunda—an island, covered 
with large specimens of this fern, 
figuring prominently in this story. 
Osmund, the ferryman of Loch Tyne, 
had a beautiful child, who was the 
pride of his life and the joy of his 
heart.

THE HOOSAC TUNNEL. 


Some Int•>!•«•»1111-4 Fact* About It and 


How It IK !M«»nMur<Ml. 


The American touii.st finds no more 


ftbst.rbingly interesting scones any- 
where than iu his own country. 
Sit- 


uated at North Adams, Mass., is the 
Hoosac tunnel, the second longest 
tunnel in the world and the longest 
on the American continent. 
It is a 


shaft four and three-quarter miles 
long, an average of twenty-six feet 
Mide, with an arch t\\e:ity-fi\e feet 
high, lighted throughout by 1250 elee- 
tiie light. 
The tunnel was first coii- 


ceued as early as 1819, and it was pro- 
posed to use it as a canal, and the sur- 
vey with that end in view was made 
iu 1826. 
The piece of engineering 


work was actually commenced in 1831, 
and the estimated cost originally was 
less than §2,000,000. The work lan- 
guished many years by reason of the 
enormous amounts of money being 
expended, aud was finally completed 
in 1874, the first train of cars passing 
through on February J), 1875. 
The 


actual cost of the tunnel was $20,241,- 
842.31. 


Today the Hoosac tunnel is called 


the "western gateway," and this is an 
appropriate appellation, for it is in 
truth a gate opening through an im- 
penetrable rauge of mountains for all 
that commerce of northern and east- 
ern New England to the great middle 
and western territory. This triumph 
of man, however, over the power of 
nature needs no introduction to the 
Ameiican traveling public. 
Those 


iv ho pass through it in well-lighted 
coaches and look into the outer dark- 
ness, illumined by myriads of electric 
lights, that seem like so many fireflies, 
little realize what years of toil, what 
expenditures of money and life were 
made to accomplish this gigantic un- 
dertaking. 
By reason of fire damp, 


gases, explosions and fires, 192 human 
lives were sacrificed that the Hoosau 
tunnel might be. 


Three-quarters of the tunnel pene- 


trates the native, rock, thus requiring 
only about one-quarter of the shaft to 
be arched over with brick. The con- 
stant rumble aud jar of the heavily- 
laden trains passing through are, how- 
ever, continually loosening portions 
of the rock, making it necessary for 
the present management to have a 
gang of miners on patrol day and 
night, who remove the rock the mo- 
ment it seems to be cleaving. 


A rare-privilege it is to be permitted 


to make the periodical tour of inspec- 
tion aud measurement. The contriv- 
ance for taking the measurements of 
the mammoth hole is decidedly ingen- 
ious. Upon a float observation car is 
erected a platform, and above this an 
tipi ight flat surface about the size of a 
school blackboard. 
Badiating from 


the top and one side of this standard 
are several long arms, the standard 
serving as a fulcrum. 
To the short 


end of the arm is attached a strong 
spiral spring, which is fastened to the 
structure and throws the long end of 
the arm against the top or side of the 
arch of the tunnel. At each variation 
in height and width of the tunnel the 
arm moves up or down or out or back, 
registering with a pencil attached near 
the fulcrum the measurements on a 
large sheet prepared on the blackboard 
by the engineers for recording them. 
The gliding of the fingers along the 
walls is almost noiseless, wherever the 
arch is bricked, but when they drag 
over the rough-hewn native rock the 
arms clatter with a sound resembling 
a boiler factory. 
Xot only do these 


measuring lingers serve in measuring 
the height and width of the tunnel, 
but also serve the purpose of tunnel 
sweepers. They send down upon the 
heads of the party iu the open obser- 
vation car a constant rain of soot. At 
the end of the interesting tour every 
member of the party can easily be 
mistaken for a chimney sweep. 
These 


inspection tours are taken every four 
or five years, and the records care- 
fully preserved. The tunnel is con- 
stantly enlarging, by reason of the 
rock.

Out of the many thousands 
who have given their lives, perishing 
in their duty toward their masters, 
only a few return home to spend their

One war horse, however, which 
has made a splendid record for him­ 
self, and now has his virtues, name, 
and noble deeds engraved 011 a fitting 
tombstone, was the little chestnut the 
great Duke of Wellington rode at the 
battle of Waterloo. Copenhagen,named 
after tho capital of Denmark, from 
which country and city he came, was 
a spirited thoroughbred, standing fif­ 
teen hands high, and $2000 was the 
price paid for him. Copenhagen served 
under Wellington during the Spanish 
war, and for eighteen hours ho carried 
his master at Waterloo. 
After this he 
was sent to the duke’s home, Strath- 
fieldsaye, in England, to take his ease. 


A member of the Royal Academy of 
English painters was paid to make a 
handsome portrait of Copenhagen, 
whioh the duke loved and petted to 
the day of his death. 
The last years 
of the faithful horse were, however, 
sadly embittered by the teasing of 
thousands of curious persons who 
came to visit him in his paddock, and 
his groom would clip hairs from his 
tail and mane to sell for a few shil­ 
lings to the visitors. 
When the duke 
hoard of this he put Copenhagen in a 
big cage, where he lived in peace. 
His funeral was well attended, and at 
Strathfieldsaye his tombstone, ordered 
by the duke himself, is still to be 
seen, in excellent preservation.

They liad gone but a 
short distance from the shore when a 
muskrat seized one of tho ducklings 
by the leg. 
The squawk of fright 
which it gave as it was being drawn 
beneath the water attracted the atten­ 
tion of the mother duck, and a few 
quick movements of her feet brought 
her to the spot in time to seize the 
muskrat by the tail. 


The muskrat, surprised by the at« 
tack, released its grip on the duck­ 
ling and turned 011 the big duck. The 
thick feathers of the duck protected it 
from the muskrat’s teeth, and its at­ 
tacks produced so little effect that the 
duck did not release her hold on the 
muskrat’s tail. 


The splashing of the water made by 
the combatants attracted the atten­ 
tion of a big drake which was swim­ 
ming near, and it came up and assailed 
the muskrat with vicious blows of its 
strong beak. 
The rat struggled des­ 
perately to escape, but the duck held 
it fast, and the drake rained blows 
upon it until it ceased to struggle. 


The duck towed it ashore, and both 
birds pecked at it until tiiey made1 
sure it was dead. 
Then the mother 
duck collected her brood, and the 
swimming lesson was resumed as if 
nothing had happened. 
The big 
drake, however, kept near, as if ready 
to be of service if the ducklings needed 
further protection,—Chicago Post. 


T he Gate of Castle W illiam . 


An interesting story connected with 
the gate of Castle William, Governor’s 
Island, New York harbor, the only 
part of the fort still stauding was told 
by Mrs. Gilman, wife of Captain Gil­ 
man of the Thirteenth infantry. 


In 1799 a man who was to be hung 
as a spy was confined in the castle. 
The commanding officer’s little daugh­ 
ter became interested in him and 
found that he was a stone-carver. 
He 
offered to carve an ornamental piece 
to go over the gate of the sallyport, 
which was then being built, if she 
could get him permission. 
She did, 
and a reprieve was granted him to 
finish it. 


When it was done, the child went 
to see the ornament put in its place, 
and while she was standing near a 
rope broke in the hoisting and a heavy 
jnece of stone would have fallen and 
crushed her if the prisoner had not 
rushed 
forward 
and jmshed her 
aside. 
His life was spared,of course, 
and the stone ornament surmounting 
the gate is all that is left to remind 
one of the beautiful story.

Pipeless Soap Bubbles. 


Here is an appliance for making 
soap bubbles that you can carry in the 
corner of your pocket and have no 
fear of breaking or harming it, as you 
might the pipe that is generally used. 


Take a piece of heavy wire and 
wind it once around a broom handle; 
then twist the ends together till a ring 
is left that is large enough barely to 
slip on and off the handle. 
To make 
bubbles by use of the ring, prepare a 
solution of soap and water and dip the 
ring into it, holding the ring by the 
wire ends that are twisted together. 
When a film of soapiness has formed 
across the opening in the ring care­ 
fully lift it in front of the mouth and 
blow softly through the ring. 
By 
this method a bubble will gradually 
form and will finally cut loose from 
the ring and float away.—Chicago 
Record. 


T he R adish Trick. 


When you are sitting at the break­ 
fast table and somebody asks you to 
hand him the radishes it is the easiest 
thing in the world to take hold of the 
plate containing them and to pass 
them to your neighbor at table. 
But 
if you learn the trick here explained 
you can surprise him by taking hold 
of the radish and causing the plate 
to cleave to the vegetable. 


It is similar to the old trick of tak­ 
ing a piece of upper leather and 
moistening it with water. 
Passing 
a string through the middle of the 
sucker knotted on one end it will bear 
a thousand times its own weight. 
There is this advantage with the radish 
trick—nature has provided both the 
string and the moisture. 
All you 
have to do is to hollow it out and to 
deftly substitute it, while you are not 
observed, for one of the good radishes 
on the plate. 


F anciful Toothache Cures. 


Before the days of dentists and 
when people generally believed in the 
value of charms there were ever so 
many ways of preventing toothache. 


One of these was to rinse a newly 
baptized child’s mouth in the sancti­ 
fied water. 
Another much in vogue 
was to dress the right side of the body 
first—right stocking, right shoe, right 
sleeve, right glove. 
A favorite plan 
in Scotland was to draw a tooth, salt 
it well and burn it in full view on 
glowing coals. 
I 11 Cornwall many 
save (?) their teeth by biting the first 
young ferns that appear. 
The custom 
of catching a common ground mole, 
cutting off the paws while the little 
creature still lives, and wearing them, 
is traced to Staffordshire, England. 
Some people who are fond of exercise 
believe that walking twelve miles, no 
more, no less—to get a splinter of the 
toothache tree that grows particularly 
well in Canada and Virginia will drive 
away the worst ache and pain that 
ever tortured a poor tooth. 


The belief that toothache is caused 
by a worm at the roots is prevalent in 
many parts of the world, hence this 
cure: 
Reduce several different kinds 
of herbs—the greater variety the 
better—to a powder. 
Put a glowing 
cinder into this powder and inhale the 
incense. 
Afterward breathe into a 
a cup of water and the worm will be 
gone forever. 


T he Opossum, 


This animal inhabits North America, 
and is hunted with almost as much 
perseverance as the racoon, not, how­ 
ever, for the sake of its fur but of its 
flesh. 
When it perceives the hunter, 
it lies still between the branches, but 
if disturbed from its hiding place, it 
attempts to escape by dropping among 
the herbage and creejjing silently 
away. 


Its food consists of insects, birds, 
eggs, etc., and it is very destructive 
among the hen-roosts. 
The opossum 
uses its tail for climbing and swinging 
from branch to branch as the sjnder 
monkeys use theirs, but the opossum 
use# its tail in a manner that the 
monkeys have never yet been observed 
to do, that is, making it a support for 


its young, who sit on its back and 
twist their tails round their mother’s 
in order to prevent them from falling 
off. 
Lawson, in a ymssage quoted in 
the Museum of Animated Nature,gives 
tho following quaint account oi this 
animal: 
“If a cat has nine lives this 
creature surely has nineteen, for if 
you break every bone in their skin 
and mash their skull, leaving them 
for dead, you may comean hour after, 
and they will be quite gone away, or, 
perhaps, you may meet them creeping 
away. 
I have for necessity in tho 
wilderness eaten them. 
Their flesh is 
very white and well-tasted, but their 
ugly tails put me out of conceit with 
that fare.” 


In Audubon’s delightful work is a 
passage exhibiting exactly the same 
character on the part of the opossum: 
“Suppose the farmer has surprised 
an opossum in the act of killing one 
of his best fowls. 
His angry feelings 
urge him to kick the poor beast, which, 
conscious of its inability to resist, 
rolls off like a ball. 
The more the 
farmer rages, the more reluctant is 
the animal to manifest resistance; at 
least there it lies, not dead, but ex­ 
hausted, 
its 
jaws open, its eyes 
dimmed; and there it would lie until 
the bottle-fly should come to deposit 
its eggs, did not its tormentor walk 
off. 
‘Surely,’ says ho to himself, 
‘the beast must be dead.’ 
But 110, 
reader, it is only ‘possuming, ’ and no 
sooner has its enemy withdrawn, than 
it,gradually gets on its legs, and once 
more makes for the woods.” 


The length of tho opossum is about 
twenty-two inches, and its height 
about that of an ordinary cat. 
When 
disturbed 01* alarmed it gives out a 
very unpleasant odor. 


T he Koyal Fern. 


A legend has been handed down 
from the time of the Danish invasion 
of Britain, explanatory of the generic 
name of Osmunda—an island, covered 
with large specimens of this fern, 
figuring prominently in this story. 
Osmund, the ferryman of Loch Tyne, 
had a beautiful child, who was the 
pride of his life and the joy of his 
heart. 
In those days, 
when the 
merciless Danes wore making their 
terrible descents upon the coasts of 
Great Britain, slaughtering the peace­ 
ful inhabitants, and pillaging w'here- 
ever they went, no man could say how 
long he would be free from molesta­ 
tion and 
outrage. 
But Osmund, 
throughout the troublous times, had 
lived quietly in his country home with 
his wife and beautiful daughter. 


The peaceful calm of his life was, 
however, destined to be broken. One 
evening the ferryman was sitting with 
his wife and child, on the margin of 
the lake, after his day’s work. 
The 
setting sun was tingeing with roseate 
glory the fleecy banks of clouds, piled 
up against the horizon, silvering the 
surface of the rippling lake and adding 
a richer hue to the golden locks of 
Osmund’s darling child. 
Suddenly 
the 
sound of 
hurrying footsteps 
startled the quiet group. Men,women 
and children came hastening from the 
neighboring village, and breathlessly, 
as they passed.they told the ferryman 
that tho terrible Danes wero coming. 
Quick as thought Osmund sjn’ang to 
his feet, seized his wife and child and 
9 
hurried 
them 
into his ferryboat. 
Away he rowed with them—pulling 
for very life—in the direction of a 
small island in the loch, densely cov­ 
ered with the tall and stately fronds 
of the royal fern. 
He quickly hid his 
precious charges amongst the cluster­ 
ing fronds, and then rowed rapidly 
back to his ferry place. 
Ho had 
rightly divined that the Danes needed 
his assistance, and would not hurt 
him. 


For many hours of the ensuing 
night he worked with might and main 
to carry the fiorce invaders across the 
ferry. 
When they had all disappeared 
on the opposite bank Osmund re­ 
turned to his trembling wife and child 
and brought them safely back to his 
cottage. 
In commemoration, it is 
said, of this event, the fair daughter 
of Osmund gave the great island fern 
her father’s name, 
Those who care 
not to accept this fanciful origin of 
the name Osmunda, will perhaps in­ 
cline to another suggestion which has 
been made, that the generic name 
had been derived from an old Saxon 
word signifying strength, the specific 
name including its royal or stately 
habit of growth. 


Fed Artificially. 


The president of the New York 
board of health, Colonel Michael C. 
Murjjhy, has not enjoyed the pleas­ 
ures of the table for eight years. 
In 
1889 he was operated on for cancer of 
the stomach, and later a stricture of 
tho oesophagus developed and he was 
able to swallow only liquids. 
Then he 
had an opening cut directly into his 
stomach, and he has ever since been 
fed through a silver tube inserted in 
this aperture.

THE HOOSAC TUNNEL 


Some In te re stin g Facts 
About 
I t nnd 
If<nv I t Is M easured. 


Tho American tourist finds 110 more 
absorbingly interesting scones any­ 
where thau in his own country. 
Sit­ 
uated at North Adams, Mass., is the 
Hoosac tunnel, the second longest 
tunnel in the world and tho longest 
on tho American continent. 
It 1 ^ a 
shaft four and three-quarter mil*»* 
long, an average of twenty-six feet 
wide, with an arch twenty-five feet 
high, lighted throughout by 1250 eiee. 
tric light. 
Tho tunnel was first con­ 
ceived as oarly as 1819, and it was }>n>- 
posed to use it as a canal, and tho sur­ 
vey with that end in view was m a l e 
in 182G. 
The piece of ongiueon» l? 
work was actually commenced iu 18M, 
and the estimated cost originally uas 
less than §2,000,000. 
The work lan­ 
guished many years by reason of the 
enormous amounts of money bein^ 
expended, and was finally complete«! 
in 1874, the first train of cars passing 
through on February 9, 1875. 
The 
actual cost of the tunnel was §20,241,- 
842.31, 


Today the Hoosac tunnel is called 
the “ western gateway,” and this is an 
appropriate appellation, for it is in 
truth a gate opening through an im­ 
penetrable range of mountains for all 
that commerce of northern and east­ 
ern New England to tho great middle 
and western territory. 
This triumph 
of man, however, over the power nt* 
nature needs no introduction to the 
American traveling public. 
Thost* 
who pass through it in well-lighted 
coaches and look into the outer dark­ 
ness, illumined by myriads of electrie 
lights, that seem like so many fireflies, 
little realize what years of toil, what 
expenditures of money and life were 
made to accomplish this gigantic un­ 
dertaking. 
By reason of fire damp, 
gases, explosions and fires, 192 human 
lives were sacrificed that the Hoodie 
tunnel might be. 


Three-quarters of the tunnel pene­ 
trates the native, rock, thus requiring 
only about one-quarter of the shaft to 
be arched over with brick. 
Tho con­ 
stant rumble and jar of the heavilv- 
laden trains passing through are, how­ 
ever, continually loosening portions 
of the rock, making it necessary ior 
the present management to have a 
gang of miners 011 patrol day and 
night, who remove the rock the mo­ 
ment it seems to be cleaving. 


A rare* privilege it is to be permitted 
to make the periodical tour of inspec­ 
tion and measurement. 
The contriv­ 
ance for taking the measurements of 
the mammoth hole is decidedly ingen­ 
ious. 
Upon a float observation car ih 
erected a platform, and above this an 
upright flat surface about the size of a 
school blackboard. 
Radiating from 
the top and one side of this standard 
are several long arms, tho standard 
serving as a fulcrum. 
To the short 
end of the arm is attached a strong 
spiral spring, which is fastened to the 
structure and throws the long end of 
the arm against the top or side of the 
arch of the tunnel. 
At each variation 
in height and width of the tunnel the 
arm moves up or down or out or back, 
registering with a pencil attached near 
the fulcrum the measurements on a 
large sheet prepared 011 the blackboard 
by the engineers for recording them. 
The gliding of tho fingers along the 
walls is almost noiseless, wherever the 
arch is bricked, but when they dru^ 
over the rough-liewn native rock tin* 
arms clatter with a sound resembling 
a boiler factory. 
Not only do the>«* 
measuring fingers serve in measuring 
the height and width of the tunnel, 
but also serve the purpose of tu n n e l 
sweepers. 
They send down upon the 
heads of the party in the open obsei • 
vation car a constant rain of soot. At 
the end of the interesting tour every 
member of the party can easily 1 e 
mistaken for a chimneysweep. 
Thei o 
inspection tours are taken every four 
or five years, and the records Gain­ 
fully preserved, 
The tunnel is con 
stantly enlarging, by reason of the 
rock. 


Queen Borrowed an U m brella.

Victoria has, in her time, been under 
the necessity of borrowing an umbrel­ 
la. 


Her majesty and the induce consort 
had wandered for some distance be­ 
yond the woods of Claremont when a 
heavy thunderstorm overtook them. 
They took shelter in a cottage close 
by, and, seeing there was a likelihood 
of the storm abating quickly, 
the 
prince asked the old lady to lend them 
an umbrella. 
The old dame had a 
firm objection to doing this and, quite 
ignorant of the rank of her visitors, de 
clined to lend it at first, but at lengt i 
entrusted it to them 011 the strict un­ 
derstanding that it was to be returned 
within an hour. 
Well, within the 
hour a footman arrived from Clare 
Mont bearing the precious umbrella 
and a handsome gratuity in recognition 
from the queen. 


Queer lSailroad In Jirazil.

He did not remove his wet clothes when 
lie left the stream, but sal against a tree 
and drank some cold beer. About three 
hours later he died of apoplexy.

Some Suggestions as to the Mitigation of 


the Disease Once Called Quinsy-. 


Quinsy, or tonsilitis, is an acute in- 


flammation of one or both tonsils. 
The inflammation is commonly very 
"active," causing great pain and end- 
ing in the formation of matter. 


Children, 
and especially young 


adults, are most subject to the disease, 
for it is in them that the tonsils are 
most fully developed and most prone 
to take on inflammation. The glands 
gradually become smaller in middle 
life and have more or less completely 
disappeared in those who have reached 
old age. 


The cause of quinsy is not always 


evident. A tendency to the disease 
seems sometimes to run in families, 
and it has been noted that those who 
have frequent attacks of tonsilitis in, 
youth often suffer from gout or rheu- 
matism in later life. The immediate 
cause seems often to be exposure to 
cold and wet when the person is fa- 
tigued or a little "under the weather." 
The presence of sewer gas in the 
house has been accused of exciting 
attacks of tonsilitis in those unfortu- 
nates who have contracted the quinsy 
habit. 


The first indication of trouble is 


usually a chill or chilly sensation, such 
as many people have come to recog- 
nize as a sign of having caught cold. 
This is followed by a little fever, with 
dryness and "stiffness" in the throat 
and a little pain on swallowing. 


The pain, which rapidly increases, 


is continuous, but is greatly aggra- 
vated by the chewing and swallowing 
of food. 
On looking into the throat 


the swollen and reddened tonsil is 
readily seen. 
When both tonsils are 


affected they may often be seen press- 
ing against each other, and seemingly 
blocking up the throat completely. 


Sometimes the trouble may—appar- 


ently, at least—be cut short by early 
treatment, but usually the inflamma- 
tion goes on to the formation and dis- 
charge of an abcess. 


A person with tonsilitis should live 


on milk and broths. Indeed, there is 
no temptation to take solid food, not 
ouly because of the pain in swallow- 
ing, but because the appetite is lost 


Gargling with a strong solution of 


borax or bicarbonate of soda in hot 
water, to which a little glycerine has 
been added, is very grateful. 
Cold 


compresses applied to the throat at 
the beginning of an attack occasion- 
ally appear to cat it short, but after 
the formation of pus has clearly be- 
ooi;ae inevitable, warm applications or 
poultices should be used. As soon as 
matter has formed it should be let out, 
aad the ensuing relief will amply com- 
pensate for the momentary pain of the 
little operation—Youth's Companion.

THE UNIVERSAL AILMENT. 


Som e Suggestion» as to th e M itig a tio n of 
tho Disease O nce C alled Q uinsy. 


Quinsy, or tonsilitis,is an acute in­ 
flammation of one or both tonsils. 
The inflammation is commonly very 
“active,” causing great pain and end­ 
ing in the formation of matter. 


Children, 
and 
especially young 
adults, are most subject to the disease, 
for it is in them that the tonsils are 
most fully developed and most prone 
to take on inflammation. 
The glands 
gradually become smaller in middle 
life and have more or less completely 
disajipeared in those xvho have reached 
old age. 


The cause of quinsy is not alxvays 
evident. 
A tendency to the disease 
seems sometimes to run in families, 
and it has been noted that those who 
have frequent attacks of tonsilitis in 
youth often suffer from gout or rheu­ 
matism in later life. 
The immediate 
cause seems often to be exposure to 
cold and xvet xvhen the person is fa­ 
tigued or a little “ under the xveather.” 
The presence of sexver gas in the« 
house has been accused of exciting 
attacks of tonsilitis in those unfortu­ 
nates xvho haxfe contracted the quinsy 
habit. 


The first indication of trouble is 
usually a chill or chilly sensation, such 
as many people have come to recog­ 
nize as a sign of having caught cold. 
This is folloxved by a little fever, xvith 
dryness and “stiffness” in the throat 
and a little pain on sxvalloxving. 


The pain, xvhich rapidly increases, 
is continuous, but is greatly aggra­ 
vated by tho chewing and sx\rallowing 
of food. 
On looking into the throat 
the ftxvollen and reddened tonsil is 
readily seen. 
When both tonsils are 
affected they may often be seen press­ 
ing against each other, and seemingly 
blocking up the throat completely. 


Sometimes the trouble may—ajjpar- 
ently, at least—be cut short by early 
treatment, but usually the inflamma­ 
tion goes on to the formation and dis­ 
charge of an abcess. 


A person with tonsilitis should live 
011 milk and broths. 
Indeed, there is 
no temptation to take solid food, not 
only because of the pain in swallow- 
but because the appetite is lost. 
Gargling xvith a strong solution of 
borax or bicarbonate of soda in hot 
water, to which a little glycerine has 
been added, is very grateful. 
Cold 
compresses applied to the throat at 
tbe beginning of an attack occasion- 
ally appear to cut it short, but after 
the formation of pus has clearly be­ 
come inevitable, warm applications or 
poultices should be used. 
As soon as 
matter has formed it should be let out, 
and the ensuing relief xvill amply com­ 
pensate for the momentary pain of the 
little operation—Youth’s Companion,

Vacant Land in the United States. 


The report of the Secretary of tne In- 


terior shows that only a "little more 
than one-half of the public domain of 
the United States is either reserved or 
appropriated. The area still remaining 
vacant amounts to 591,343,933 acres, 
without including Alaska, which is 
supposed to embrace nearly 400,000,000 
acres more. 
The entire area of the 


United States Is placed at 1,835,017,092 
acres. Of this, 741,702,305 acres is now 
awned by individuals or by corpora- 
tions or by states, or has passed out of 
the control of the general government. 
The amount reserved for schools, In- 
dians, military and naval purposes 
railroad grants, parks, forest reserva- 
tions, etc., including all territory re- 
served from sale for any purpose what- 
soever, amounts to 132,441,744 acres, so 
that, taking the reserve land and the 
vacant land together, only about one- 
half of the area of the United States 
has actually passed out of control of 
the government, and if Alaska is in- 
eludedt the unoccupied area Is larger 
by 300,000,000 acres than that which is 
>ccupied.—San Francisco Argonaut.

It 
may astonish many to learn that Ber­ 
lin was found the most expensive cap­ 
ital in the world, so far as the cost of 
real estate and of buildings was con­ 
cerned. The only really suitable build­ 
ing found there for the purpose would 
cost $800,000. 
The Russian embassy 
building in Berlin, which is located 
Unter (Jon Linden, and which is, in­ 
deed, a veritable palace, so spacious 
and stately is it, would cost about $4,- 
000,000 to build to-day, ground and all. 
But it is, too, roomy and elegant enougl« 
to have served repeatedly for traveling 
quarters for Russian Czars passing 
through Berlin. What a miserable con­ 
trast forms the excuse for an office 
which the United States embassy occu* 
pies iu Berlin, in Kronen strasse, a 
street of small shops. In the basement 
of the building is a barber shop, on the 
ground floor a wine and schnapps shop, 
and above the embassy offices reside a 
score of private persons.

cludedi the unoccupied area is larger 
by 300,000,000 acres than that which is 
occupied.—San Francisco Argonaut.

In Germany they teach patriotism in 
the popular schools ; in England we 
do n o t-a t any rate, not officially. In 
Germany the Kaiser's birthday, the 
anniversary of Sedan, and other na­ 
tional landmarks are celebrated in the 
national schools. They have feasts and 
music and excursions ; but the chil­ 
dren have kept clearly before '"their 
eyes the reason for their rejoicings. 
Indeed, the law impresses upon pa­ 
rents and children that all voluntary 
absence from these school feasts is an 
offense, 
There .were parents who kept 
their children back, especially from 
the Sedan commemoration, and this 
on conscientious grounds. 
But now 
no longer; “for,” says the magistrate, 
“any unexcused absence from patriotic 
festivals established by the school 
shall be considered as voluntary non- 
attendance, and inspectors, teachers, 
and the authorities concerned are 
hereby instructed to this effect.” 


Patriotism a la pedagogue, perhaps, 
but patriotism none the less ; and the 
children of a great empire might per­ 
haps do well to take a leaf out of a 
book made iu Germany. 
Let us im­ 
agine the astonishment of the English 
child if he were told that he was to 
have a holiday and a fete for the sake 
of some great event in our own his­ 
tory. 
But Germany has these patri­ 
otic school-feasts, and France the em­ 
blem of the republic in every school­ 
room, because they actually imagine

WARNING ABOUT CANNED GOODS. 


In buying tin canned vegetables or 
fruits those only should be selected 
that have a slight depression in tho 
end of the can. 
This by experts is ac­ 
cepted as proof that tho contents ^ of 
tho can are in a proper condition. * If 
the end of tho can is raised or bulged, 
reject it, as that is a proof that tho 
contents of tho can wero not heated 
sufficiently at the timo of sealing, or 
that in tho past or present they havo 
fermented. If cans are ordered by tho 
dozen, the member of tho household 
who inspects the supplies should re­ 
turn all cans having such an appear­ 
ance. 
Load poisoning is not to be 
feared from good brands of tinned 
goods if the contents of the cans aro 
emptied as soon as opened into earth­ 
enware or glass. 
When glass jars aro 
I used, keep the fruit or vegetables in 
them from contact with tho rubber 
band. 
Though there is little danger

HOW TO MAKE KOUMISS.

We give the following recipe for 
making that celebrated drink, koumiss, 
as prepared by Mrs. Rorer: 


When ice is procurable, nothing is 
simpler than to prepare koumiss at 
home, and the home made product is 
better than that which is bought, as 
its age may be known for a surety. 
Tho materials for fivo pint bottles of 
koumiss are: Two quarts of new milk, 
two tablespooufuls of water, one-third 
of a compressed yea3t cake. 
Make 
the milk blood warm, or about ninety- 
eight degrees, perhaps, by placing it 
over the fire in a farina boiler. 
Dis­ 
solve the suerar in two tablespoonfuls 
of water, boiling it until a clear sirup. 
Add the sirup to the milk and yeast, 
and stir until completely blended, 
then put it at once into the bottles, 
filling them about to the necks. 
Cork 
firmly, and tie tho corks down. Allow 
the koumiss to stand in a comfortable 
temperature, near sixtv-eight degrees, 
for twelve hours. Then lay the bottles 
carefully on their sides on ice for 
twelve hours more, when tho koumiss 
will be ready for use. It is now twenty- 
four hours old; when sixty hours old 
it does not agree so well with a weak 
stomach, but keeps usually seventy- 
two hours. 
When too old, that is, if 
beginning to sour, will curdle. 
Wlien 
just right it is creamy and foamy. 
From one-half to ono glassful may be 
given at intervals of two to four hours.

A glass tombstone; that is certainly 
something unique. 
Such a grave 
marker stauds in but one place in the 
United States, and that is the ceme­ 
tery overlooking tho city ol Kittan- 
ing, Penn, 
It has but recently been 
set up there, over the grave of Mrs. 
Elizabeth Pepper, of Ford City, by 
her son, Matthias Pepper. 


Not one of the piles of marble and 
granite attracts so much attention as 
the piece of polished glass, with its 
clear inscription, which stands on a 
gentle slope falling slowly from tho 
hilltop. 


Matthias Pepper, who had the glass 
set up, is assistant superintendent at 
the Ford City factory. The piece used 
as a grave memorial is a part of a large 
plate which was made of unusual 
thickness for the construction of cir­ 
cular panes to cover* the portholes of 
ocean steamships. 
The practical in­ 
destructibility of glass was its quality 
which suggested to Mr. Pepper its use 
in the cemetery. 
Marble and granite 
seem to many to be almost eternal in 
their hardness, but they are far from 
it, and not at all to be compared with 
glass. 
Wind and rain, heat and cold 
have their effects on stone of any kind, 
and finally wear away the hardest 
granite and cause it to crumble. 
Go 
into any old graveyard, where stones 
were erected more than one hundred 
years ago, and it will be found to be 
the exception where ail the lettering 
on the monuments can be made out. 
The stone has crumbled and the out­ 
line has been obliterated. 
No such ef­ 
fect is produced by the weather on 
glass. 


The Pepper monument is of plate 
glass one inch thick, a foot and a half 
wide and four feet high, 
it stands in 
a mortise cut into a cube of sandstone. 
The top of the glass is arched. 
The 
lettering on it is made by the “ sand 
blast” process, and is distinct. 
The 
monument bears this inscription : 


In memory of Elizabeth Pepper, of Ford 
City. 
Died February 4, 1892. Aged seventy- 
seven years. 


Also William Pepper, husband of the above. 
B led ----- . Aged----- , 


From this inscription it may be in­ 
ferred truly that William Peppejr is 
still living. 


This new use for plate glass is likely 
to become extended, for it has many 
things to recommend it. 
The trans­ 
parence and purity of the material are 
suggestive and appropriate. 
It is 
easily and quickly etched, its cost is 
not great, and in durability it sur­ 
passes any other available material.— 
Pittsburg Dispatch. 


The Hand Upon Uic Wall. 


Upon the wall of cell No. 7, in the 
County Jail at Mauch Chunk, Penn., 
is the imprint of a man’s hand, which 
would not attract attention were it not 
for the strange story connected with 
it—a story which can be vouched for 
by many of the town’s citizens. 


Alexander Campbell, of Linsford, 
was an occupant of the cell in June, 
1877. The Mollie Maguires were hold­ 
ing their reign of terror throughout 
tho coal regions at that time and he 
was arrested and sentenced to bo 
hanged in connection with the mur­ 
der of John P. Jones. 
He stoutly as­ 
serted his innocence, and it was only 
through tne confessions of his com­ 
rades in crime that ho was convicted. 
Tho night before he was hanged ho 
stood on his cot, and, it is said, plac­ 
ing his hand upon the wall, he de­ 
clared that in proof of his innocenco 
the imprint would remain upon tho 
wall forever. 
The impression of tho 
hand can be as plainly seen now as if 
placed there yesterday, though the 
walls have been whitewashed often. 


The phenomenon has been viewed 
by many, but none of them has been , 
able to suggest a plausible solution of 
tho mystery. 


Tho cell is regarded with awe by the 
prisoners in the jail, and if any of them 
become unruly the warden has only to 
threaten them with a night in cell No, 
7.—New York Herald.

SELECTING SEED CORN. 


A great many farmers who regard 
themselves as quito careful m the so- 
lectionjof seed content themselves with 
making the selection at husking timo 
or from tho crib, 'being guided by the 
appearance of tho oar. 
This is not 
sufficient, however, to secure the best 
results. 
Professor H. J. Waters, Dean 
of tho Missouri Agricultural College, 
narrates a direct experiment on this 
point. 
The field was gone through 
and fine ears were selected from the 
large, thrifty stalks having an abun­ 
dant leaf growth. Another lot of ears, 
equal in size, was gathered from stalks 
smaller and less thrifty. 
After the 
seed had been gathered, tho one lot 
aould not bo distinguished from tho 
other so far as the appearance of the 
ears went. 
The only difference wa3 in 
the kind of stalk that produced the 
ears. 
A field was planted with these 
two lots of seed. 
All through tho sea­ 
son that portion which had been grown 
from seed taken from the thrifty stalks 
could be distinguished from the plant­ 
ing made from the seed taken from 
the less thrifty stalks. 
At harvest 
time the difference in favor of the seed 
from the large, thrifty stalks with 
plenty of leaf growth was seven bushels 
per acre, and Professor Waters thinks 
that if this process of selection was 
carried on for a series of years a vari­ 
ety of corn could be considerably im­ 
proved on the one hand, or almost en­ 
tirely run out on the other. 
It fol­ 
lows, therefore, that the selection of 
seed ears from tho same crib, being 
guided by size andgeneral appearance 
of the ear simply, is not sufficient, and 
that it is quite as important to know 
the kind of stalk that produced the 
seed ear as it is to know that the ear 
itself has the size, form, etc., which 
suit ¡the purposes ot tho farmer.— 
Western Farm Journal.

NO ariSTAKE IN PLANTING FRUIT TREES- 


The fact is we expect too much from 
old orchards. 
They have already paid 
for themselves, many times over, and 
have outlived their usefulness. 
Still 
they are permitted to occupy valuable 
ground, and besides yielding nothing, 
are an eyesore, greatly detracting 
from the natural beauty of a, place. 
During the winter months these unin­ 
teresting and unprofitable 
objects 
should be removed and cut up into 
firewood. 
In spring, new orchards 
should be planted on well-prepared 
ground, under-drained and subsoiled. 
Notwithstanding the prevailing low 
prices, no mistake can be made in 
planting fruit trees. 
The rich lands 
which are at our disposal, and the re­ 
markably favorable climate which we 
are blessed with should bo taken ad­ 
vantage of. 
There is a question as to 
the advisability of spending labor and 
money on some kinds of crops, but 
the fruit-grower can, if ho will, con­ 
tinue to make an honest and good liv­ 
ing at this pursuit for years to come. 


The trees wo plant live to bless the 
world and enrich the inheritance of 
our children long after we are laid 
beneath them ; and with the return of 
each successive season, to shed their 
fragrance on the air and crown with 
golden* fruits the harvest of the year. 


I have tho pleasure and gratiiieation 
of ptating that the insect pests and 
fungous diseases which a few years 
ago threatened the entire destruction 
of orchards and vineyards, have been 
so controlled by remedies and pre- 
ventatives that no great injury need 
be feared in the future, eo long as or­ 
dinary care and diligence nre exer­ 
cised by the orchardist. 
It is true 
that tho beneficial effects resulting 
from spraying cannot be fully esti­ 
mated until the treatment is more gen­ 
eral, yet enough has been learned to 
satisfy the most 
incredulous that 
spraying is a success, if not an abso­ 
lute necessity. 
Through the efforts 
of the Department of Agriculture 
great progress has been made in Cali­ 
fornia in checking the ravages of in­ 
jurious insects by introducing para-** 
sites, and the result is so satisfactory 
that the fruit-growers there believe it 
to bo possible to overcome every in­ 
sect pest by means of its natural para­ 
site.—President W. C, Barry, boforo 
the Western New York Horticultural 
Society, * 


WINTER PROTECTION OF LIVE STOOGK, 
A common winter flight is a herd of 
cattle exposed to severest kind of 
weather browsing in cornfields or 
standing 
humped 
up 
in chilling 
winds. 


Food is fuel to the animal body. It 
requires moro fuel to keep up steam 
in a boiler, when the weather is in­ 
tensely cold, than it does when it is 
mild. 
In the same manner, other 
things being equal, it requires more 
food to sustain an animal freely ex­ 
posed to the chilling blasts of win­ 
ter, than it does for one given protec­ 
tion.

FARH AND GARDEN NOTES. 


He who would enjoy the fruit must 
plant the tree. 


Berries cannot bo grown and mar­ 
keted as easily as wheat, corn and 
potatoes. 


The growers of berries for market 
should realize that ordinary farm 
methods are not sufficient. 


Berry growing, like market garden­ 
ing, requires the greatest concentra­ 
tion of good soil, labor and thought. 


The way to get peaches is to plant 
peach pits and keep planting. 
Seed­ 
ling peaches can be grown in sheltered 
places on almost any farm. 


Every farmer who has an orchard of 
any size should also own a small hand 
press. 
It will save a trip to the largo 
press quite frequently, save cash and 
enable the owner to work up the crop 
at odd times. 


Straining the cream just before 
churning should bo regarded as a ne­ 
cessary precaution, for if there is any 
dirt in cream it will become incorpor­ 
ated with the butter instead of passing 
off in the buttermilk. 


Cows must liavo exercise in winter. 
The habit of keeping milch cows tied 
up all the time, even watering them 
in their stalls, together with bad air 
and lack of sunshine, is responsible 
for much tuberculosis. 


More bees are being lost on account 
of bad food, or none at all, than from 
all other causes combined, especially 
in winter; tor there is no factor so 
important as the matter of food, and 
it is one often neglected. 


A little attention each year greatly 
improves the appearance of the or­ 
chard, and the work can bo done with 
a greater economy in this way than by 
permitting it to accumulate for several 
years and then doing it all at once. 


What farmers are looking for to-day 
is something that will yield an income 
outside of their farms. 
Bees would 
make quite an addition to the income 
of the larmer, and this would be re­ 
ceived from what is going to waste 
every year. 


A little common soda should be 
added to the skim milk before feeding 
the calves, 
It is claimed *that soda 
prevents the formation of the rubber- 
like curd in the stomach that is so of­ 
ten found on examination of calves 
that have died of the dreaded calf dis­ 
ease. 


It is always advisable to make a 
change of feed occasionally for tho 
cow in winter. 
It gives her increased 
appetite. 
If you feed twice a day, 
stop i t ; but if you house your cowa 
on stormy dayf, in place of letting 
them run in a stalk field, then give 
something to eat at noon. 
Above all 
be regular in ft« Jj.pg,

tion, milch cows exposed to all sorts 
of weather in winter, but provided 
with night shelter, made a vory un­ 
favorable showing as comparod with 
those givon tho shelter of the stable, 
excepting for a brief airing when tho 
weather was suitable. 
Tho exposed 
cows ate tho most food, lost slightly 
weight and also in milk yield. 
Tho 
sheltered ones gained in weight and 
otherwise made a better showing than 
the exposed lot. 


At tho Kansas Experiment Station 
hogs kept in conditions of winter ex­ 
posure did not produce pork so econo­ 
mically 
as thoso givon reasonable 
shelter, although the samo kind of 
food was fed to each lot. 
In report­ 
ing the 
feeding experiments with 
steers at the same station, Professor 
Georgeson says that steers to give tho 
best returns when being fed for beef 
should be provided 
with shelter. 
Warm, low, open sheds in tho feed lot 
give cotnfortablo shelter to steers. 


While live stock should be protected 
from the inclemency of the weather, 
it is important that the stable should 
be well ventilated and not too warm. 
Disease propagates easiest where tho 
air is stagnant and impure, hence 
special efforts should be made to keep 
the stable air pure. 
Without doubt, 
tuberculosis is more prevalent among 
cattle closely confined in stables whero 
the ventilation is bad than it is whero 
the air is good. 
Live stock should 
certainly be allowed outdoor exercise 
when the weather is mild and com­ 
fortable, but if it snows or rains and 
the air is chilling, tho animals should 
be given stable r>roteotion. 


It is also important that the stable 
should not be too warm in winter. 
A 
temperature of 40 degrees is a very 
satisfactory one. 
When it is as high 
as 60 degrees in the barn, stock turned 
from this into a freezing atmosphero 
to water are very apt to be severely 
chilled and take cold. 
When the 
stable is at 40 degrees animals are not 
so easily chilled when turned from the 
stable. 
Every stable should have a 
thermometer to guide ono in keeping 
the temperature of the room as uni­ 
form as possible.—C. S. Plumb, Direc­ 
tor of the Indiana Experiment Station.

SPANISH FLEET WIPED OUT- 


The Nymber of Spanisli Prisoners 
Exceed Sixteen Hundred, 


THREEHUNDRED AND FIFTY DEAD 


Kingston, Janaaiea, July 5.—A news- 
paper dispatch boat just arrived from 
the fleet ten miles west of the entrance 
of the harbor of Santiago de Cuba, 
brings the following story of the de- 
struction of Admiral Cervera's 
fleet: 
Admiral Cervera's fleet, consisting of 
the armored cruisers Cristobal Colon, 
Almirante Oquendo. Infanta Maria Te- 
resa and Vizcaya and two torpedo boat 
destroyers, the Furor and the Pluton, 
which had been held in the harbor of 
Santiago de Cuba for six weeks past 
by the combined squadrons of Rpar Ad- 
miral Sampson and Commodore Schley, 
lies today at the bottom of the Carib- 
bean sea off the coast of Cuba. 
The 
Spanish admiral is a prisoner of war 
on the auxiliary gunboat Gloucester 
(formerly 
Mr. J. Pierpont 
Morgan's 
yacht Corsair), and 1,G00 to 1,700 other 
Spanish officers and sailors, all who es- 
caped the frightful ca^rnage causod by 
the shells from the American v/ar- 
ships, are held as prisoners of war by 
the United States navy. 
The Span- 
lards, when they found they would be 
permitted to live, adapted themselves 
comfortably to the situation, 
rolled 
their 
cigarettes 
and 
began playing 
cards among themselves. 


The American victory Is complete, 
{VB4r ^cQrding to the best information 
obtainable at this time, the American 
vessels were practically untouched, and 
only one man was killed, though the 
ships v/ere subjected to the ueavy iire 
of the Spaniards all the time the battle 
lasted. 


Admiral Cervera made as gallant a 
dash for liberty and for the preserva- 
tion of his ships Sunday morning as 
has ever occurred in the history of na- 
val warfare. In the face of overwhelm- 
ing odds, with nothing before him but 
inevitable destruction or surrender if 
he remained any longer in the trap in 
which the American fleet held him, he 
made a bold dash from the harbor. 


The Americans saw him the moment 
he left the harbor, and commenced 
their work of destruction immediately. 
For an hour or two they followed the 
flying Spaniards to the westward along 
the shore line, sending shot after shot 
into their blazing hulls, tearing great 
holes In their steel sides and covering 
their decks with the blood of the killed 
and wounded. 


At no time did the Spaniards show 
any Indication that they intended to 
do otherwise than flght to the last. 
They showed no signals to surrender, 
even when their ships began to sink, 
and the great clouds of smoke pour- 
ing from their sides showed they were 
on fire. But they turned their heads 
toward tho shore, less than a mile 
away, and ran them on the beach and 
rocks, where their destruction was soon 
completed. 
The officers and men on 
board then escaped to the shore as 
well as they could, with tho assistance 
of boats sent from tho American men- 
of-war, and 
then 
threw themselves 
upon the mercy of their captors, who 
sent them a guard to protect them 
from the murderous bands of Cuban 
soldiers hiding in the bush in the hill- 
Bide eager to rush down and attack 
the unax'med,* defeated, but valorous 
foe. 


One after another of the Spanish 
ships became the victims of the awful 
rain of shells which the American bat- 
tleships, cruisers and gunboats poured 
upon them, and two hours after the 
first of the fleet had started out of 
Santiago harbor three cruisers and 
two torpedo boat destroyers were lying 
on the shore ten to 15 miles west cf 
Morro 
Castle, 
pounding 
to 
pieces, ' 
smoke and flame pouring from every 
part of them and covering the entire ; 
coast line with a mist which could be 1 
Been for mil9s.

Heavy explosions of ammunition oc-

sels sank deeper and deeper into tho 
sand or else the rocks ground their 
hulls to pieces as they rolled or pitch- 
ed, forward or sideways, with every 
wave that washed upon them from the 
open sea. 


Admiral Cervera escaped to the shore 
in a boat sent by the Gloucesinr to tho 
assistance of the Infanta JIaria Te- 
resa, and as soon as he touched the 
beach he surrendered himself and his 
command to Lieulenant Morton and 
asked to be taken on board the Glou- 
cester, which was the only American 
vessel near him at the time, with sev- 
eral of his offlcers, inoUr<iing the cap- 
tain of the flagship. The Spanish ad- 
miral, who was wounded in the arm, 
was taken to the Gloucester, and wat 
received at the gangway by her com- 
mander, Lieutenant Commander Rich- 
ard Wainwright, who graspftd the hand 
of the gray bearded admiral and said 
to him: 


"I congratulate you, sir, upon hav- 
ing made as gallant a fight as was ever 
witnessed on the sea." 


Lieutenant Commander "Wainwrlght 
then placed his cabin at the disposal 
of the Spanish officers. 


The Cristobal Colon was the fastest 
of the Spanish ships, and she soon ob- 
tained a lead over the others after 
leaving the harbor and escaped the 
effect of the shots which destroyed the 
other vessels. 
She steamed away at 
great speed, with the Oregon, New 
York, Brooklyn and several other ships 
in pursuit, all of them firing at her 
constantly and receiving fire them- 
selves from her after guns. 
She was 
finally overtaken, and surrendered to 
the Brooklyn, but was so badly dam- 
aged that she v/as beached to prevent 
her sinking. 


The most dramatic feature of the 
battle was the contest between the tor- 
pedo boat destroyers and the Glouces- 
ter. 
The latter was struck 
several 
times, and is the only American ves- 
sel rep9rted damaged. 
At first the 
Gloucester fired upon them with her 
six pounders, but they ran past her 
and engaged the battleships. 
Finding 
the fire too hot, they turned and at- 
tacked the^Gloucester agaiii until both 
destroyers were afire and had to be 
beached. Their crews threw themselves 
Ir.to the surf to save their lives. 
Just 
before this the New York came up and 
assisted in giving the finish blow to 
the destroyers. 
There was explosion 
after explosion from the beached ves- 
sels. 


In addition to Admiral Cervera all 
commanding officers excepting those of 
the Oquendo, about 70 other offlcers 
and 1,600 men, arc prisoners. 
About 
350 were killed or drowned and IGO 
v/ounded, the latter being cared for on 
the Solace 
and 
Olivette. 
Only 
one 
American sailor was killed. 
He was 
George H. Ellis, chief yeoman of the 
Brooklyn. 


It is learned authoritatively 
that 
tremendous pressure is being brought 
to bear upon the Spanish commander 
of Santiago by the foreign consuls 
resident in the city to Induce him, in 
the interests of humanity, 
to 
sur- 
render to the Inevitable. 
The consuls 
have communicated with their home 
governments, and it is believed here 
that representations will be made by 
them to Spain to Induce her to permit 
the city to surrender, thereby pre- 
venting further loss of life and prop- 
erty, 
What the result of these nego- 
tiations may be cannot be foretold. 
The opinion expressed by war ofllclals 
is that the Spaniards will fight to the 
la,st, and capitulate only when they 
are forced to do so. 
For that reason 
any delay of offensive action against 
the city is not regarded In army circles 
with favor» 


GENERAL SHAFTER'S LOSSES

On one memorable occasion, after 
going on shore with a boat's crew to 
rescue some of their own men who had 
been improperly detained, they car- 
ried ofi the Spanish guard and then 
Bailed within musket shot of a fort 
p r n s o n e d by a hundred men, compel- 
ling their prisoners to stand conspicu- 
ously by the bulwarks in order to 
ward oir the lire from the battery 
One shot struck them just above th¿ 
water hue, and several cut the sails 
•nd rigging. 
The Spaniards had eight 
•nine-pound guns; the Americans had 
only three-pounders, and when Captain 
Cleveland got these guns within range, 
,the Spanish soldiers fled, and in te¿ 
minutes the fight was over. This mem-

B a f e the prisoners were set on shore 
and Captain Cleveland had soon after 
a several days' visit from the "Jolly

To restore to their original appear- 
ance antique i>ieces of furniture M-hich 
Lave become uusightly on account of 
tooirequent varnishing or besmear- 
ing by unskilled hands, the following 
method IB employed: 
Take 
equal 
parts of strong alcohol and good oil 
of turpentine and heat this mixture 


by placing it in hot water, 
ith this warm liquid ]mint the arti- 
cle, whereupon tho old varnish will 
dissolve at once. 
The varnish is re- 
moved by scraping and wiping, and 
the spreading, scraping and clehning 
IS repeated as often as necessary until 
the surface has become entirely clean 
again so that the object may be ren- 
dered glossy or dull as desired. 
This 
process is especially 
recommended, 
since it does not change or attack 
the color of the wood, as is often the 
ease if lye is used.

Trickett, of Cumberland ; C. M. Bow- 
er, of Centre. 


The convention was dominated by 
the friends ot William J . Bryan, led 
by Col. James M. Guffey, of Pittsburg. 
Notwithstanding this fact, an effort to 
insert a plank reaffirming the Chicago 
platform was defeated, the controlling 
influence in the convention preferring 
that the platform ^should relate entirely 
t o state issues. 


Although his defeat was certain 
Judge 
Gordon, of Philadelphia, re- 
mained in the fight to the finish. 
About the only brilliant forensic effort 
of the day was made in his behalt by 
Michael J. R y a n , of Philadelphia, an 
orator of great ability. 
VVhile he was 
speaking the convention showed some 
signs of being stampeded by his elo- 
' -quence and the hopes ot the Gordon 
leaders were raised high. 


The vote on the adoption of the 
silver plank was taken at this lime and 
the Gordon leaders passed the word 
around to support the motion. 
Nearly 
all of that element voted ' ' a y e / ' and 
the Guffeyites, who are also ref:arded 
as the Bryanites of the party, were put 
in the strange position of the voting 
against their idol. 
They stuck boldly 
to their position, however, and pre- 
•vented the reaffirmation of the princi- 
ples of the Chicago platform. 
This 
they were bound to d o to carrv out 
iheir determination to fight the cam- 
paign solely on s u t e issues.

Those who have deeds or mortgages 
to make or record, M'ill hereafter be 
required to pay a tax as follows, under 
the new war revenue bill: On deeds 
for real estate, when consideration ex- 
ceeds $100 and not $500, 5 0 c e n t s ; 
for each $500, 50 cents ; on mortgages

$1500, the tax is 25 cents on each

H u n 
dreds of perfect stone fish are to be 
found on the floors of the two first 
mentioned rooms, with dates 
carved 
upon them. 
'I'he people are carrying 
the odd specimens away lor relics.

THE UNIVERSAL AILMENT. 


Some SiiRrffestions us to tlio Mitlffatioii of 
tho Digeaso Onco Called Quinsy. 


Quinsy, or tonsilitis,is an acute in- 
flammation 
of one or both tonsils. 
The inflammation is commonly \'ery 
"active," causing great pain and end- 
ing in the formation of matter. 


Children, 
and 
especially 
young 
adults, are most subject to the dis;ease, 
for it is in them that the tonsils are 
most fully developed and most prone 
to take on inflammation. 
The glands 
gradually become smaller in middle 
life and have more or less comjaletely 
disajipeared in those Avho have reached 
old age. 


The cause of quinsy is not ahvays 
evident. 
A tendency to the 
disease 
seems sometimes to run in 
families, 
and it has been noted that those who 
have frequent attacks of tonsilitis 
in 
youth often sufler from gout or 
rheu- 
matism in later life. 
The 
immediate 
cause seems often to be exposure to 
cold and Avet Avhen the person is fa- 
tigued or a little ''under the Aveather." 
T h e presence 
of 
sewer gas in 
the 
house has been accused of 
exciting 
attacks of tonsilitis in those 
unfortu- 
nates Avho have contracted the quinsy 
habit. 


The first indication of 
trouble is 
usually a chill or chilly sensation, such 
as many people have come to recog- 
nize as a sign of baAÚng caught cold. 
This is folloAved by a little fever, Avith 
dryness and "stillness" in the throat 
and a little pain on swallowing. 


T h e pain, Avhich rajjidly increases, 
continuous, 
but is greatly 
aggra- 
A'ated by tho chewing and SAvallowing 
of food. 
O n looking into the 
throat 
the SAVollen and reddened 
tonsil 
is 
readily seen. 
When both tonsils are 
affected t h e y may often be seen press- 
ing against each other, and seemingly 
blocking uj) the throat comjjletely. 


yometimes the trouble may—aijpar- 
eutly, at least—be cut short by early 
treatment, but usually the inflamma- 
tion goes on to the formation and dis- 
charge of an abcess. 


A person with tonsilitis should live 
on milk and broths. 
Indeed, there is 
no temptation to take solid food, not 
only because of the jmin in swallow- 
ing, but because the appetite is lost. 


Gargling Avith a strong solution of 
borax or bicarbonate of soda in hot 
Avater, to Avhich a little glycerine has 
been added, is very grateful. 
Cold 
compresses applied to the throat at 
tb e beginning of an attack occasion- 
ally appear to cut it short, but after 
the formation of pus has clearly be- 
come inevitable, Avarm applications or 
poultices should be used. 
As soon aa 
matter has formed it should be let out, 
and the ensuing relief Avill amjAy com- 
pensate for the anomentary pain of the 
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H. and O.'s AVomen Station ARent*. 
There are 18 Avomen employed 
as 
station agents by the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad company. 
Traveling 
auditors of the road say that their ac- 
counts are Avell kept, and that their 
stations are cleaner aud neater than 
those in charge of men.

The report of the Secretary of tno In- 
terior sbows that only a little more 
thau one-half of the public domain of 
the Uuited States Is i^ither reserved or 
appropriated. The area still remaining 
vacant amounts to 501,34^,053 acres, 
without 
including Alaska, which j? 
supposed to embrace nearly 400,000,000 
acres more. 
Tl)e entire area of the 
United States Is placed at 1,885.017 09^-' 
acres. Of this, 741,702.305 acres is now 
owned by individuals or by corpora- 
tions or by slates, or has passed out of 
the control of the general government. 
The amount reserved for schools, In- 
dians, military 
and 
naval purposes 
railroad grants, parks, forest reserva- 
tions. etc., Including all territory re- 
served from sale for any purpose what- 
soever. amounts to 132,441,744 acres, so 
that, taking the reserve land and the 
vacant land together, only about one- 
balf of the area of the United States 
bas actually passed out of control of 
the government, and If Alaska is In- 
cluded^ the unoccupied area Is larger 
by 300,000,OiX) acres than that which is 
Dccupied.—San Francisco Argonaut.

"In the moantime the torpedo boat 
(Jestrgyers sank under a rain of sheila 
from tlie numerous American warships.
